Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Greenfield  which  was  made  by 
this  Division,  acting  under  authority  of  Chapter  71,  Section  27, 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  which  provides  in  part  as 
follows: 

"Audit  on  Motion  of  Commission.  The  (Tax)  Commission 
may  cause  an  audit  to  be  made  of  the  accounts  of  any  city,  town, 
school  district,  village  district  or  precinct,  as  often  as  once  in 
two  years,  or  whenever  conditions  appear  to  it  to  warrant  such 
audit." 

This  audit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1957, 
and  the  period  from  January  1st  to  October  30th,  1958.  Ex- 
hibits as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report.  Also 
included  is  a  Statistical  Table  presenting  a  Ten  Year  Statement 
of  Indebtedness,  Valuation  and  Taxes. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector, 
Town  Clerk,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  Road  Agent. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets — Dec.  31,  1956-Dec.  31,  1957: 

(Exhibit  A-l) 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1956  and 
December  31,  1957,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.   As  indicated 
therein,  the  Net  Debt  increased  by  $303.16  during  the  year  1957. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition :  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which 
caused  the  change  indicated  therein.  These  were  as  follows:

Comparative    Statements    of    Appropriations    and    Ex- 
penditures— Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues: 

(Exhiqits  A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1957,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indi- 
cated by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  overdraft  of 
appropritaions  of  $5,708.56,  less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $905.40, 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $4,803.16. 
Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures :  (Exhibit  B) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1957,  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Ex- 
hibit B,  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  October  30th, 
1958,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  I. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examin- 
ed and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared 
with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the 
books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as 
possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank 
balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository 
banks. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Indebtedness,  Valuation  and  Taxes: 

Table  I  presents  a  ten  year  statement  of  Indebtedness,  Valua- 
tion and  Taxes.  It  will  be  noted  that  during  the  period  from 
December  31,  1947  to  December  31,  1957,  the  Net  Debt  of  the 
Town  remained  about  the  same,  increasing  slightly  from 
$28,285.56  to  $28,516.45. 

During  the  same  period  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable 
property  increased  from  $582,782.00  to  $1,593,400.00,  or  173%. 
The  amount  of  the  annual  tax  levy  increased  from  $18,765.58  to 
$62,142.60,  or  231%.  Uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  increased  from  $1,730.58  to  $8,657.41,  or 
400%. 
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The  local  tax  rate  increased  from  $3.22  to  $3.90  per  hundred, 
compared  to  the  average  tax  rate  for  the  State  which  increased 
from  $3.71  to  $4.96  during  this  period. 
Current  Deficit: 

It  is  noted  that  the  current  deficit  (excess  of  current  liabilities 
over  total  assets)  decreased  by  $4,196.84,  from  $9,213.29  to 
$5,016.45,  during  1957  as  shown  herewith:

This  was  accomplished  as  a  result  of  a  $4,000.00  deficiency 
appropriation  made  in  1957. 

An  outstanding  temporary  loan  of  $5,000.00,  at  the  close  of 
the  1956  fiscal  year,  was  refinanced  by  the  issuance  of  serial 
notes  in  1957.  This  reduced  the  current  liabilities  by  $5,000.00 
and  increased  the  long  term  debt  by  a  like  amount  during  1957. 

A  deficiency  appropriation  of  $4,429.00  was  also  made  in  1958 
to  further  reduce  the  current  deficit. 
Overdraft  of  Appropriations : 

As  indicated  by  Exhibit  A-4,  there  was  a  net  overdraft  of 
appropriations  during  1957  in  the  amount  of  $5,708.56.  The 
largest  overdraft  occurred  in  the  "Winter — Town  Maintenance 
Account"  which  showed  an  expenditure  of  $5,140.37  in  excess 
of  the  appropriation. 
Town  Orders  Used  as  Checks : 

Instead  of  the  present  practise  whereby  the  Town  Treasurer 
issues  separate  checks  in  payment  of  the  Selectmen's  orders,  it 
is  recommended  that  the  Treasurer  countersign  the  orders. 
When  this  procedure  is  followed,  the  orders  thereby  become 
negotiable  checks  and  the  necessity  of  issuing  a  separate  check 
for  each  order  is  eliminated.  The  vouchers,  orders  and  checks 
will  be  in  the  same  numerical  sequence  and  the  possibility  of  a 
difference  occurring  between  the  amount  of  the  order  and  the 
amount  of  the  check  will  be  likewise  removed. 
Conclusion : 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955  require 
that  this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual 
report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Green- 
field for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

You  can  Help  Prevent  Forest  Fires 

Twenty-five  percent  of  all  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  are 
caused  from  careless  debris  burning — brush,  paper,  leaves,  etc. 
Most  of  them  are  started  without  the  required  permit  from  the 
local  forest  fire  warden.  The  cost  of  extinguishing  these  fires 
annually  runs  into  large  sums  of  money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay  the  cost  of 
putting  them  out.  In  addition,  violators  may  be  subject  to 
court  prosecution  with  fines  running  as  high  as  ($200)  two- 
hundred  dollars. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  eliminate  burning 
at  home?  Use  your  town  dump.  It  has  been  set  up  for  your 
personal  convenience.  It  provides  a  suitable  place  for  the  dis- 
posal of  dangerous  inflammable  waste  material  and  other  use- 
less items  which  accumulate  around  the  home  and  local  stores, 
brush,  etc.,  cut  on  your  property.  Eliminate  the  hazard  of 
burning  yourself.  It  will  be  easier  for  you — personally  and 
financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises: 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden — the 
law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't  leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 
Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty.   Use  your  town  dump.

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TOWN  JOURNAL,   1958 

May  17  was  Community  Day.  The  common  was  raked  and 
two  tons  of  fertilizer  were  used  for  the  trees  on  the  common  and 
for  those  at  Greenvale  Cemetery.  Dead  trees  were  removed. 
The  town  land  adjoining  the  telephone  building  was  raked  and 
a  tree  and  woodbine  planted;  also  35  honeysuckle  vines  were 
planted  along  the  school  fence.  Work  was  completed  on  the 
addition  to  the  fire  house.  The  Community  Day  attendance  was 
about  150.  The  Greenfield  Improvement  Association  received  a 
$10.00  award  from  the  New  Hampshire  Roadside  Improve- 
ment Association  in  recognition  of  the  annual  Community  Day 
work  bee.  Our  Improvement  Association  entered  a  float  in  the 
Francestown  Labor  Day  parade  which  received  the  second 
prize  in  its  classification. 

The  Recreation  Committee  sponsored  the  second  annual 
"Whing  Ding"  celebration  on  July  3  and  4.  The  program  open- 
ed with  a  street  dance  and  fireworks  on  the  evening  of  the  3rd. 
The  morning  of  the  4th  featured  a  parade.  At  noon  on  army 
helicopter  landed  near  the  library  and  brought  a  flag,  which  had 
flown  over  the  national  Capitol,  to  present  to  the  town.  The 
town  organizations  sponsored  a  variety  of  profitable  enterprises 
on  the  common.  Here  a  chicken  barbecue  was  served  and  a 
band  concert  enjoyed.  Ex-Governor,  Hugh  Gregg  was  the 
speaker  of  the  afternoon.  Attendance  at  the  festivities  was 
over  3,000. 

At  Otter  Lake,  the  Recreation  Committee  assembled  two 
new  rafts  and  3  new  picnic  tables  and  benches,  which  had  been 
donated.  They  also  gave  financial  assistance  to  the  school 
basket  ball  program,  to  the  Junior  League  baseball  team  and  to 
other  youth  activities. 

The  Sportsman's  Club  enlarged  and  developed  the  beach  on 
town  land  at  Zephyr  Lake  and  improved  the  parking  area  there. 
They  also  began  improvements  on  the  road  to  the  Proctor 
Memorial  area. 

The  Greenfield  Junior  League  baseball  team  won  the  play-off 
championship  in  the  Crotched  Mountain  Junior  League.  Robert 
Anderson  was  the  manager. 

A  snow  plow  and  a  road  sander  were  purchased  for  use  on  the 
town  trucks. 

Mobile  short  wave  communication,  tied  in  with  the  South- 
western New  Hampshire  Mutual  Aid,  was  installed  on  the 
number  one  fire  truck.  The  war  surplus  trailer  pump  was  in- 
stalled on  the  number  two  fire  truck. 

The  Library  received  state  aid  from  the  New  Hampshire 
Library  Commission  in  the  form  of  $75.00  worth  of  children's 
books  to  continue  the  local  program  of  improvement  in  the 
juvenile  department. 

Rev.  William  E.  Finch  resigned  as  minister  to  accept  a  call  to 
St.  Luke's  Methodist  Church  in  East  Lynn,  Massachusetts. 
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The  Greenfield  post  office  advanced  to  second  class  on  July  1. 

2nd  Lt.  James  Shea  was  called  to  active  duty  in  the  Air  Force 
and  Michael  and  Ronald  Sullivan  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Marines. 

Ernest  Belmore,  Armand  Hebert,  Robert  Phelps,  Howard 
Russell  and  Jeremiah  Twomey  completed  their  services  in  the 
Armed  Forces. 

New  houses  were  built  for  Donald  Davis  and  for  Giffard 
Merchant.  The  house  on  the  Gulf  Road  which  belonged  to 
Samuel  Wilson  was  razed  and  rebuilt  on  the  Swamp  Road.  A 
new  all-steel  building  for  the  Greenfield  Industries,  Inc.,  was 
erected  at  the  rear  of  their  general  store.  The;r  wood  working 
equipment  was  moved  from  the  so-called  Long  Block  to  the  new 
building.  At  the  Crotched  Mountain  Rehabilitation  Center,  the 
two  buildings  for  the  adult  center  were  completed.  The  tele- 
phone building  was  enlarged  in  preparation  for  new  equipment. 
A  sap  house  was  built  by  Chester  Russell,  Eugene  Creighton  and 
Robert  Gilbert  on  Forest  Road  in  South  Greenfield. 

Wells  were  drilled  for  the  following:  Kenneth  Cragin,  Jr.,  to 
a  depth  of  86  feet;  Donald  Davis,  depth  185  feet;  Giffard 
Merchant,  depth  102  feet  and  for  Franklin  Parker.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  dis- 
trict on  the  third  day  of  March  1959,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board 
and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation  to 
any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  dis- 
trict officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be 
received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other 
income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Greenfield: 

I   respectfully   submit  my   second   annual   report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Staff  and  Instruction 
School  opened  this  fall  with  a  single  change  from  last  year's 
staff.  Miss  Elsie  MacDonald  continued  as  teacher  of  grades 
one,  two  and  three  and  is  Principal  of  the  building.  We  are 
very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  continue  to  have  Miss  MacDon- 
ald's  services  as  a  teacher  for  our  children.  No  better  teacher  is 
to  be  found  at  the  primary  level  in  this  Union,  even  though 
three  grades  are  being  handled  in  one  room.    During  the  past 
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year  Miss  MacDonald  received  a  Master's  Degree  in  Education 
from  Keene  Teachers  College,  another  indication  of  the  quality 
of  this  very  fine  teacher.  Mr.  Arthur  Mitchell  who  was  the 
teacher  in  grades  four,  five  and  six  during  the  previous  year  left 
to  teach  in  Guilford,  Connecticut.  Fortunately  Mr.  John  Ed- 
ward Murtagh,  a  graduate  of  Boston  College,  with  extension 
courses  at  Boston  College  and  Lowell  State  Teachers  College 
was  found  and  hired  to  teach  in  the  upper  room.  Mr.  Murtagh, 
even  though  he  has  had  no  experience  in  elementary  school 
teaching  brings  with  him  a  fine  college  record  and  an  unusual 
understanding  of  young  people  and  their  problems.  Mr. 
Murtagh,  who  has  a  keen  interest  in  athletics  has  added  much 
to  the  availability  of  athletic  activities  for  the  youngsters  of 
the  town,  by  working  with  children  from  the  school  and  also 
from  the  Peterborough  School.  The  music  program  continues 
to  function  effectively  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Ethelyn 
Edwards,  Music  Supervisor.  Health  services  for  the  school  are 
being  capably  handled  as  in  the  past  by  Mrs.  Florence  Mer- 
chant, School  Nurse,  and  Dr.  Louis  Wiederhold,  School  Health 
Officer.  Mrs.  Marguerite  Jackson  capably  continues  as  School 
Lunch  Manager. 

Instruction  in  the  school  has  progressed  satisfactorily  in  spite 
of  the  limited  instructional  experience  of  Mr.  Murtagh.  A  very 
thorough  and  careful  job  is  being  done  in  the  fundamentals  and 
all  youngsters  of  the  school  are  making  satisfactory  educational 
growth  through  the  efforts  of  our  teachers. 

Each  year  the  problem  of  hiring  and  holding  teachers  in 
Greenfield  and  in  all  small  communities  seems  to  become  more 
difficult.  Citizens  are  referred  to  the  annual  report  of  1957  for 
specific  steps  that  can  be  taken  to  aid  and  assist  the  School 
Board  in  holding  teachers  that  have  been  selected  to  work  in  the 
Greenfield  School.  Another  factor  which  certainly  is  considered 
by  prospective  teachers  or  teachers  currently  employed  and  one 
which  has  not  been  previously  mentioned,  has  been  the  physical 
plant  itself.  The  Greenfield  School  building,  even  though  it  is 
in  good  condition,  is  an  old  building  and  this  fact  cannot  be 
greatly  changed  even  though  rooms  are  painted  and  the  build- 
ing, in  general,  is  in  a  good  state  of  upkeep.  This  factor  is  an- 
other which  tends  to  deter  teachers,  prospective  and  employed, 
from  working  in  our  system.  The  answer  to  this  overall  prob- 
lem of  finding  and  holding  good  teachers  is  unknown.  Maybe 
good  fortune  and  good  luck  will  continue  and  it  will  be  found 
possible  to  hold  or  hire  teachers  and  continue  to  provide  the 
kind  of  education  that  all  desire.  It  is  felt  that  it  is  worthwhile 
to  note  that  all  the  youngsters  who  most  recently  graduated 
from  our  school  seem  to  be  making  adequate  and  comparable 
progress  at  the  Peterborough  School.  This  again  indicates  the 
fact  that  the  teachers  who  operated  within  our  school  during 
the  previous  year,  certainly  have  done  a  rather  satisfactory  job. 
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An  area  of  instruction  that  should  be  considered  at  some  time 
in  the  near  or  immediate  future  is  in  the  area  of  Educational 
Television.  During  the  past  year,  advantage  was  taken  of 
television  presentations  in  the  field  of  science  by  having  young- 
sters from  the  upper  room  visit  nearby  homes  at  the  time  when 
presentations  were  made.  This  year  the  Boston  outlet  has  pro- 
vided presentations  every  day  of  the  week,  not  only  in  the  area 
of  science,  but  also  social  studies,  literature  and  music.  These 
presentations  could  very  nicely  supplement  current  instruction 
within  the  school  and  make  available  educational  experiences 
which  would  otherwise  be  unavailable. 

A  good  educational  television  program  is  in  many  respects 
just  like  a  good  educational  film,  if  it  is  properly  prepared  for  by 
the  teacher,  properly  presented  to  the  class  and  properly  fol- 
lowed up,  a  very  excellent  unit  of  instruction  can  be  built 
around  it.  The  only  difference  that  exists  is  that  the  television 
program  must  be  accepted  at  the  time  it  is  presented  whereas 
an  educational  film  can  be  shown  at  any  time  within  a  period 
of  several  days.  The  advantages  of  this  medium,  especially  to 
a  small  school,  are  innumerable.  In  the  area  of  science,  for  ex- 
ample, a  scientific  experiment  or  demonstration  presented  on 
television  allows  the  youngster  a  better  view  of  what  is  going 
on  than  if  the  experiment  was  actually  being  carried  out  in  the 
class.  In  the  area  of  social  studies,  or  literature,  or  even  music, 
expert  teachers  using  teaching  aids  not  available  to  most  in- 
structors can  most  effectively  present  material  that  an  ordinary 
classroom  teacher  might  have  great  difficulty  in  duplicating. 
It  would  seem  wise  to  seriously  consider  the  possibility  of  pro- 
viding the  school  with  a  television  set  as  another  teaching  tool, 
to  be  used  for  the  better  education  of  children.  At  the  present 
time  most  schools  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  63  either  have 
television  sets  or  are  in  the  process  of  making  provisions  for 
providing  for  them  within  their  schools. 

School  Plant 

For  many  different  reasons,  it  is  important  to  keep  our  school 
in  the  best  physical  condition  that  is  possible.  Under  this  plan 
it  is  necessary  each  year  to  spend  some  funds  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  building  proper. 

In  keeping  with  this  policy,  during  the  coming  year,  it  is 
hoped  to  paint  the  upper  room  of  the  school,  and  the  three  sides 
of  the  building  that  have  not  been  painted.  This  contemplated 
work  means  that  both  of  our  classrooms  have  been  done  over 
within  the  last  year  and  we  have  thus  created  a  pleasant,  healthy 
atmosphere  for  children  to  work  in.  The  outside  painting  will 
not  only  improve  the  physical  appearance  of  the  plant,  but  also 
prevent  its  deterioration. 

During  a  recent  cold  snap,  one  of  the  disadvantages  of  operat- 
ing in  an  old  school  building  became  quite  evident.  The  school 
heating  system,  which  has  always  in  the  past  seemed  to  be 
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adequate  to  provide  a  pleasant  atmosphere  for  youngsters  to 
work  in,  apparently  broke  down.  An  investigation  revealed  that 
the  heating  plant  was  operating  in  proper  condition  but  the  age 
of  the  building,  the  looseness  of  windows,  etc.,  allowed  the 
coldness  to  penetrate  the  rooms  faster  than  the  coldness  could 
be  dissipated  by  the  heating  system.  If  this  condition  does 
not  repeat  itself  during  severe  weather  in  the  future  no  con- 
sideration will  have  to  be  given  at  this  time  to  a  possible  im- 
provement and  expansion  of  our  heating  facility.  Sometime  in 
the  future  this  problem  will  have  to  be  faced  up  to. 

During  the  heavy  spring  rains  of  the  past  school  year,  a  weak- 
ness in  the  layout  of  our  playground  area  became  evident.  The 
heavy  rains  washed  a  good  deal  of  the  playground  area  down 
toward  the  skating  rink  undoing  much  of  the  effort  and  labor 
expended  to  provide  an  outside  play  area  for  school  children. 
The  answer  seems  to  be  to  truck  fill  to  obtain  a  gentle  slope 
from  the  present  playground  area  retaining  wall,  down  in  the 
direction  of  the  skating  rink.  It  seems  that  some  efforts  also 
will  have  to  be  made  to  try  to  direct  the  flow  of  water  in  a  direc- 
tion other  than  directly  across  the  play  area.  The  present 
budget  has  provided  funds  to  see  if  some  work  can  be  done  to 
provide  this  improvement  in  the  playing  area. 

Finance 

The  School  Board's  budget  for  the  school  year  1959-60  calls 
for  an  appropriation  of  $38,831.78.  This  is  an  increase  of 
$125.57  above  the  costs  of  last  year.  However,  due  to  the 
balance  which  is  estimated  to  be  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the 
coming  school  year  and  tuitions  which  are  anticipated,  the 
assessment  required  to  cover  the  School  Board's  budget  will 
be  $36,131.78  which  is  a  decrease  of  $2,415.22  from  the  assess- 
ment required  to  meet  the  current  school  year's  budget  as 
determined  by  the  State  Tax  Commission.  The  major  increases 
in  the  budget  lie  in  the  following  areas: 

First,  in  teachers'  salaries  an  increase  of  $830.00.  This  in- 
crease is  necessary  in  order  to  offer  salaries  that  are  going  to 
attract  or  hold  teachers  presently  teaching  within  our  system. 
Extreme  difficulty  is  experienced  in  attracting  teachers  to  small 
towns  where  multiple  graded  rooms  exist.  Perhaps  a  good 
salary  can  help  to  provide  the  needed  inducement. 

Second,  a  good  sized  increase  in  the  budget  lies  in  the  Item 
No.  12,  Fuel,  an  increase  of  $172.  This  increase  does  not  indi- 
cate that  more  fuel  is  going  to  be  used,  it  means  that  the  figure 
which  is  being  presently  budgeted  is  a  bit  more  realistic  when 
compared  with  the  amount  of  fuel  and  the  amount  of  gas  which 
has  been  actually  used  within  the  system.  Another  large  in- 
crease is  in  the  area  of  Repairs  and  Replacements,  Item  No.  14, 
an  increase  of  $1,400.  This  increase  is  brought  about  by  listing 
under  this  item  the  painting  of  the  upper  room  in  the  school 
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and  exterior  of  the  building  as  noted  above.  This  item  of  paint- 
ing in  the  previous  year's  budget  was  included  under  Item  No. 
21,  Capital  Outlay.  A  reconsideration  of  the  actual  purpose  of 
the  painting  which  is  done  within  the  building  makes  it  seem 
more  appropriate  to  have  it  listed  under  this  item.  Under 
Transportation  another  major  increase  of  $532.00  exists.  This 
increase  is  brought  about  because  of  the  fact  that  the  bids  for 
transportation  which  were  requested  resulted  in  the  increase  as 
shown  in  the  budget.  Under  Item  No.  20  entitled  Insurance  and 
Bonds,  an  increase  of  $205.07  has  been  brought  about  primarily 
by  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  insurance  on  the  school  building 
from  $21,000  to  $42,000.  Under  Item  No.  21  an  increase  of 
$200.00  reflects  the  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  School  Board  that 
money  should  be  made  available  for  improving  the  playground 
area  adjacent  to  the  school  as  noted  above. 

The  major  decreases  in  the  budget  lie  within  the  following 
areas : 

Under  Books  and  Other  Instructional  Aids,  a  decrease  of 
$119.35.  This  decrease  reflects  a  smaller  expenditure  under 
this  item  than  has  been  budgeted  over  the  last  several  years. 
The  bulk  of  the  decreases  is  evidenced  in  the  area  of  Tuitions, 
Item  No.  17,  where  fewer  youngsters  attending  High  School 
and  Junior  High  School  have  brought  about  an  estimated  de- 
crease of  $2,813.  This  decrease  is  being  made  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  average  cost  for  High  School  tuitions  has  increased 
to  $388.00  per  pupil  and  the  average  cost  for  Elementary 
School  tuitions  has  increased  to  $240.00. 

Conclusion 
I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Greenfield  School 
Board,  the  staff  and  citizens  of  Greenfield  who  have  been  very 
helpful  and  cooperative  in  rendering  great  assistance,  and  con- 
tinuing to  provide  for  the  children  an  effective  program  of 
education.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIVE  TOWN  COOPERATIVE  SCHOOL 
STUDY  COMMITTEE 

Your  committee  has  devoted  the  past  year  to  a  further  study 
and  review  of  all  of  the  cost  factors  relating  to  the  Crotched 
Mountain  Cooperative  School  for  the  five  towns  in  the  area 
participating  in  the  study.  It  has  also  arranged  with  your 
representatives  to  initiate  legislation  at  this  current  sitting  of 
the  legislature  to  provide  for  a  more  flexible  basis  for  distribu- 
tion of  operation  and  debt  service  costs  among  the  five  towns 
to  arrive  at  a  more  equitable  distribution.  Assuming  that  this 
legislation  is  enacted,  your  committee  feels  that  the  five  towns 
would  be  in  a  good  position  to  form  a  school  district  and  operate 
a  cooperative  school. 

The  committee  feels  that  a  cooperative  school  could  offer 
facilities  and  curriculum  equal  to  the  educational  facilities  now 
available  to  the  majority  of  the  towns  within  the  group  on  a 
tuition  basis.  Under  the  present  circumstqnces,  your  study 
committee  feels  that  the  added  cost  to  the  participating  towns 
to  establish  and  operate  such  a  school,  particularly  during  the 
early  years  when  the  construction  cost  would  have  to  be  amort- 
ized, would  not  be  warranted  at  this  time.  Therefore,  despite 
the  advantages  of  ownership  and  representation,  the  committee 
does  not  recommend  that  the  five  towns  take  action  at  this  time. 

If  in  the  future  the  towns  now  taking  students  from  this  area 
on  a  tuition  basis  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  continue  that  prac- 
tice, your  committee  would  strongly  recommend  the  formation 
of  a  cooperative  school  district  to  solve  the  problem  It  is  also 
felt  that  the  study  and  preparatory  work  which  this  commit- 
tee has  done  would  be  of  great  value  under  such  circumstances 
and  would  recommend  that  the  towns  authorize  the  continu- 
ance of  this  committee  so  that  prompt  action  could  be  taken  in 
the  event  that  conditions  change  from  those  now  existing.  This 
committee  would  continue  to  meet  during  the  year  and  would 
report  again  at  the  annual  meeting  date.
